International Patent Publication No. WO 2004/020053 Al , published on November 3, 
2004 to Brooks, discloses an apparatus and method for use by a golfer. The apparatus comprises 
a member, removably and firmly attachable at/near its lower end to the shaft of the putter, and 
extending upwardly from the point of attachment and having an upper end, and the upper end of 
the member being adapted to contact an appropriate part of the anatomy of the golfer. The 
arrangement taught is such that, when the proper putting stroke is executed, the upper end of the 
member remains in contact with that part of the golfer's anatomy throughout the whole of the 
wing. If the stroke is not correct, the upper end of the member either loses contact, or moves 
across, or presses harder into the anatomy of the golfer. 

U.S. Patent No. 6,004,221, issued to Thornhill on December 21, 1999, teaches a golf 
putter training device that has a forward arm and a rearward arm attached to an attachment 
bracket. The bracket can be attached to a putter shaft or hand grip, below the hands of a person 
using the device. The forward and rearward arms have upper sections that pivot relative to lower 
section of the arms. Contact bars on the upper ends of the arms have contact points that touch or 
are very close to the forearms of a person swinging the putter properly. 

U.S. Patent No. 5,520,392, issued on May 28, 1996 to Foresi, demonstrates a golf training 
device for teaching a pendulum-type putting swing. The device includes a rigid, elongated 
member having first and second ends, and a clamping mechanism used to adjustably then rigidly 
secure the member at its first end to a golf club, including a putter, preferably to the shaft at a 
point just below the hand grip. So positioned, the second end of the member may then be 
comfortably positioned in the user's armpit to stabilize the swing, with the adjustability of the 
clamping mechanism ensuring compliance with various grip styles and lie angles.
